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14. (Twice Amended) A purified polynucleotide [or fragment thereof,] 
which codes for a protein [which comprises an amino acid sequence having at least 50% 
identity to SEQ ID NO: 15] comprising a sequence selected from the group consisting of 
SEP ID NO: 15 and full complements thereof 

^34. (New) A purified polynucleotide comprising [a polynucleotide which has 

at least 50% identity to nucleotides 5-419 of SEQ ID NO. 7] a sequence selected from the 
group consisting of nucleotides 5-419 of SEP ID NO:7 and full complements thereof.
